Wreck «f a llM«ls«si Bay Coin- 
l»ai»y's Vcissel. 

Ottawa, Oct. 31. —It seems thnt 
the Brat news of the less of tbe Hud- 
son Bay Company's sliij), rriiiccss 
Royal, was received Uy Mr. Colin 
Eankin, the Comijany's fiictor at ilat 
tawa, the intellii'ence heiiie; brought 
across the country from Moose Factory, 
via Lakes Abittihee and Temiscaniing, 
by a crtiw of IniliaiiH in canoes. The 
■wreck occurnxl about twenty miles 
from Moo.se factory on the -Ith of Octo- 
ber. The Princess Royal hud safely de- 
livered her cargo of HU|>piies for the 
Company's posts,' brought from Eng- 
land, and at once re-loaded with u.sual 
cargo.of furs. Tbe day previous to the 
■wreclf, having coniiiUitwl loadini.', bIiu 
croBsecl the bay at hiyh tiJt; and an- 
chored outside. A. Hereto gait; spraiin; up 
the same day and three ciible-s were in- 
auflicient to hold her agiiiiist it. Incoii 
sequence she waa driven on to the bar 
and the violence of the storm was so 
great that she was quickly broken in 
two. Afterwards she drifted inside the

THE ORANGK FOWER. 

ThG Canadian Oraiigamcn, says the 
Montreal correspondent of the New York 
Herald, are livid in thuir urijoncy for tho 
blood of Riul, iind they are thu enibur- 
rasament of tho.gq.yornment. As a hini;o 
also, in which to turn to a little solf-ad- 
vantago, they piopoae to their brother 
Orangemen in Canada that tho ditiiculty 
the governrneiit is in on the question of 
commuting tho sunlonco of Kiel should 
be utilized to procure thu paaaiige of tho 
Orange incorporation hill. iMr. Davy, of 
Addington county, complaina of the vio- 
lation of the govornmunt'a promise ro- 
npectinj; this inatter. He d lieges that 
they promised the adoption by the gov- 
ernment of tho Orange incorporation bill, 
if tho Orange body would ovurluck the 
appointment of Mr. O'Doiiuhuu to the 
senate Snd Frank Smith to tho cubinat, 
and aska: "Brethren, how have these 
promisea been kopt?,' He answers tho 
question for himself, and states that tho 
Orangemen want no more grand maatera 
(meaning Mr. Mackenzie Bowoll) or false 
brethren in tho cabinet. Having thus n\- 
troduced the subject, ho makes allusions 
to an unnamed "mnrderoua French rebel," 
meaning Biel, who, heaays.is^oing to be 
reapited from tho doom ho has twice most 
justly merited, because of the suscepti- 
bilities of political allies from (,)uobec, 
who have several times shown their con- 
aidoratien for the feelinga of Orangemen 
of tho dominion. Then ho cornea to 
buaineas, and propoaea: 

First — That the order reaolve that from 
thia time forth and until the day that the 
whole cabinet elect to redeem tho pledges 
aolomnly given by tlie premier to make 
the Orange incorporation bill a govern- 
ment measure, no Orangeman shall be 
eligible for any ottice in the order so long 
as ho holds a government situation. 

Second— That no Orangemen vote for 
any government candidate until that act 
is made publicly and openly a part of the 
declared policy of tho guvernment. 

Third — Let ua use our strength to push 
forward in at least twelve counties 
where Orangemen are strongest twelve 
tried independent Orange candidates who 
shall bo 6rmly pledged to vote on every 
occasion against any and every govern- 
ment which will not agree to grant Orange 
incorporation, and to make it a minis- 
terial measure by which they elect to 
stand or fall. 

If they fail to do thia he aays the 
French will juatly show their contempt 
for the Orange body. 

yfHATBBlFlSH FREM TRADE HAS 
DONE FOR ENGLAND. 

An English correspondent of the Pitts- 
burg Despatch, writing under date October 
C, draws the following dismal pictures of 
the state of affairs in the north country: — 
"Bradford, Leeds, Halifa.x, Huddera- 
field, tho great wdciI apinuing and weaving 
towns of Yorkshire, Wust Riding, and 
the greatest in the kingdom; Sheffield, 
the motropolia of cutlery mnnafacture; 
those, like tho vast factoring areas of 
Stnfrordaliiro and Lancashire, illustrate 
anew the commercial stagnation which 
prevails everywliere. 'I'wn yeara ago when 
I visited tliis West Riding tlio atnio.s- 
phore was treniuioua with the hum and 
vibration of inacliinery, though oven then 
a complaint of dullneaa was whispered 
around. It is very difTerent now. There 
is comparative quiet, and the air of Leeds 
is almost aa free from smoke as that of 
the old town uf Vuik, where there is 
scarcely one monument of cuniniercial 
enterprise m the shape of a tall smoko- 
atack. Thousands of men are out of their 
regular work, and are making shift at 
labor, which is strange to their hands, or 
at such odd tasks aa thoy can pick up, 
hoping for a resurrection ot former buai- 
neaa vigour, which is very alow coming. 
Pew mills are running full time or with 
their full quota of operatives. 'I'lio 
gigantic chimneys, which stand up againat 
the sky on every liand, only p<iur out a 
volume of black smoke here and there. 
Shop-keepers comiilaiii that no money is 
being apent. lu short, there is an eclio 
on every hand of the melancholy song in 
minor kay which I heard throughout tho 
Blacic country and all over Lancaahire. 
The worat of it is no one can see light 
ahead." 

CHINESE RESTRICTION ACT. 

Tho Chinese restriction and regulation 
act has presented itself in a phase that 
certainly was never contemplated in the 
framing of the act. The case of Mr. 
C. F. Moore, mentioned in another col- 
umn, reveals what appears to be a etrik- 
ing injuatice — making him pay a tax upon 
hia wife and the children of their union 
Mr. Moore is a Briti.<h subject— an Eng 
liahinan, dulv marric-il ly an Jiiiglisli 
chaplnin According tu the religious 
aspect of the niuu ieii state, liin wife be- 
oaine ono and tho aamu ivilli tho husband; 
and in its legal aspect, a woman by mar- 
riage loses her identify by merging it 
with that uf herhuabana. The children, 
also, the dominion autli iritioK appear lo 
have decided, are of Chinese origin ; but 
why more so than of EngiialW Tliey 
ahoulu and do take the name and nation- 
ality of their father, and would bo so 
considered were an appeal against the 
decision of the federal authorities made 
before thj supreme cimrt of Canada. The 
act in its ci udo form may not permit tho 
reinia.Hion of the tax in tlii.'i caae, but its 
imposition is nevorlhelesa nn injustice. 
It may also form an espensivo precodenl, 
for IHr. Mo.ire, should he at any time re- 
turn to San Fraocurco, the autliori- 
ties (perhajis having ci nciudod that the 
dominion government; was boat able to 
decide as to who were and were not to bo 
recognized us British) might, prohibit the 
wife and children landing under any uir 
cum^tances.

Tlic Itestrictiou Act. 

Victoria, Nov. 4th, 1885. 

To thkEditok:— Now thaifc the restric- 
tion act has been passed and is being en- 
forced, one might expect that the anti- 
Chinese agitation would cease; on tho 
contrary, it not only continues, but in- 
creases in violence. There are no com- 
phiii.ta that tho act is not honestly enforc- 
ed, and it has already proved etiective; 
what excuse then can there bo for thia 
continued agitation? Being personally 
acquainted with aoveral gentlemen who 
have been prominent in this movement, I 
happened some months ago to get into 
conversation with them on the subject, 
and I suggested that tho anti Chinese un- 
ion might now very well be dissolved, since 
their object had been attained. But they 
claimed thattheirend waanotaccomplished 
until tho Chinese had been driven from their 
oiiiployments and wliito iieople substituted. 
Ill the case of every anti-Oliineao petition, 
however, for which aignatures have been 
asked, it waa invariably maintained that 
the object in view was merely to check 
the further influx of the Mougnlians; and 
if such representations had i>ot been made 
and believed,! think the m^nement wouUl 
not have received nearly so much supimrt . 
The present action of the agitatdrs then 
must bo considered a nevv departure. 

It 18 surprising, and to a spectator aom;; 
what amusing, to notice theabsouco of all 
recognition of the strenuoua effbrta made 
by the provincial government and legis- 
lature to procure tho passage of tho re- 
striction act. The persistent action oi 
the provincial legislature must have been 
a main factor in inducing tho Dominion 
government to make the conoe.ssi.m ; but 
the successful efforts of our provincial 
politicians aro utterly ignored by these 
political ftgitators. Il looks comical 
oaough to an outsider, but to those actu- 
ally engaged in politics it must, L think, 
be very provoking to aoo their labors so 
ill- requited, — to find themselves, in return 
for their unwearied exertions, overwhelm- 
ed with vilification and abuse. 

Suppose we admit that tho res 
triction act is not so stringonl 
as the circumaluui'tis of tho caao retjuire; 
it is obvious that a muio iiidie.il measure 
cuuld not have been obtained. Through- 
oatthe Dominion the maaa of the perple 
have had no experience uf Chinese immi- 
gration, and are consequently iiidiUerent 
m tho matter; in thia province many of 
those moat distinguished for learnini*, iii- 
telligoiico, wealth, or social position, are 
hoatile to tho movemontj and neillier at 
Ottawa, nor London, would statesmen 
sanction any violent measures against thu 
Chinese. It ia desired to conciliate China, 
because the Canadian Pacific can on'y be- 
come a linancial success by absorbing a 
lart'O share of the Oriental trade. That 
may be inconsiderable at present, but il 
is hoped and believed that it will be very 
extensive, aa China becomes more de- 
veloped and open to commerce. Also, as 
the Ohineae have begun to adopt thu most 
recent iraprovomonta in military acience, 
their immenae populatioti must make them 
a great power ia Asia, and it is very do- 
airable to have thorn aa friends, not 
oneiniea, in any future conflict with Rus- 
sia. 

rt'ith respect to tho distress alleged ts 
bo aa prevalent in tho province, there is 
not much of it apparent in the country, 
but I suppose it exists at Victoria. 1 do 
not admit, however, that its oxistunce iu 
proved by any amount of discontent and 
violence of tho people, when excited by 
incendiary Iiaranguos; for under such in- 
fluences, tho [)upulaco aro ul'.vays apt to 
gel uj) great dialurbances witiiiiiit cause, 
that is, without any reasonable cati.ae. 
But euliceding that thiu disLie.sa exiats, 1 
would suggest that it haa not boon caused 
liy either newspapers or Chinamen, but 
simply by tho termination of tho great 
public works which have for years been 
going on in tho province. It was easy tu 
foreaeo that, when thu railway contracts 
wore finished, there would probably no 
longer bo employment for bo many labor- 
ors. It behoved every sensible workman 
to aave a fraction of his earninga, in order 
either to leave the province or to buy a 
piece of land and sottls here. 

When I was at Victoria in llu> suinmer 
I met a workman whom I had known 
many years ago in the United States, (hi 
tall;ing with him I ascertained tliat be 
had been working for years on the Cana- 
dian Pacific and had received very conaid 
orablo sums of money. I at once ad vised 
him to look out for some land and settle 
in British Columbia — when 1 found that 
he had no means loft, having a(|iiandered 
all his earnines as fa.st as ho received 
them. Probably ho was not more im- 
provident ihaii hi» fuUow-workmen, but 
only a fair sample of hia class. Tho im- 
providence of such people, htnvevor, 
should not debar them from sympathy 
and assistance in their need. It deatitute 
they must be relieved; but they are not 
quite justified in blaming others for their 
misfortunes, which have been brought on 
them mainly by their own thriftlessnoas.

the poojilo aa aro liio eleotorates of Scot- 
land and Knglaiid. I nm confident Eng- 
land Will never repent giving perfect 
equality to Ireland. We must look a 
stop further fjirward, and expect the par- 
ty which is probably in a vast majority 
in Ireland to demand larL'o powers of 
self-government. Such will be given 
grave contingency; but let it not fill us 
with alarm, bec-iuso as long as we give 
liberally of e(iiiality, anil prudently, it 
will be needleaa lo fear re.'!iilta, assuming 
always that nothing will by demiuided 
that would jeopardi/.e or compromise the 
unity of the empire. If .such demand be 
made we will know bow to deal with it. 
It ia unjust for the people of Ireland lo 
suppose that any other basis is oontem- 
phiti d, V, hatever demand Ireland may de- 
lilierately aud constitutionally make, unless 
it infringes on principles connected with (he 
honorable maintenance oi the unity of the 
empire, we are bound, at any rate, to treat 
with careful attention. ; Loud cheers) . To 
stint Ireland in powers necessary or ilesir- 
able for tho nianage-menl uf purely Irish 
matters before vo.i becar.se il has close 
and immediate Ijearing on eireuinslatieea 
couueeted with the present elections, or 
taking part with jiarliament in the handling 
of this question, is for me a great dillienlty 
to contemplate, because in years past I have 
repeatedly declared that such discussion 
would not only he allowable but also bene- 
lieial. I 'ne wishes Ireland could have been 
eoiu^lilntioiKi.ily enunciated. 1 am confident 
tliat (lie liln r.il vote in the next parliament 
will ■■■.eeed Ihat of the lories and Parnell- 
it.'S eoii:l)ii;ed. If it does not Ilie empir(! 
will I'l- eiuliiii;;ered. l''air euUfideratioii fm' 
the |iro'.ialile Irish demand is new and eoni- 
nianding. There is no reason why, stai:<l- 
ing .shoulder to shoulder, uniting h.-nrt with 
heart and mind with mind, we Khould not 
adhere to the great commission and lilicral 
])oliey received from two generations of 
statesmen."

Women and 
children took it up, and huzsaa could bo 
haard for aquarea away. 

SOUTBERN STATES. 
Ski.m.v, .Via., Nov. 9 — On Friday nijjlit 
one of the most terrifio and destructive 
storma ever known in the atato passed 
ovor this section of country, just north 
of this city, '.vashing away bridges, rail- 
road beds aiirl growing crops and luvelling 
forests and hcmaes for miles. The cyclone 
wiia aecoinpaniod by torrents of rain and 
appalling electric discharges. It started 
on Cahidia river, passed through Dallas, 
Perry and Bibles couiitioa, leaving dead 
or waste tho forests, plantations, houses 
and villaa. Exploring relief parties .say 
tho track of the cyclone is haif-a-mile 
wide. Thoy have gone over forty miles 
picking up llio dead and woniidod and 
den'i know how much longer the track is. 
'Thirteen perh(Uia have been found killed 
Diilriglit, forty or fifty dangerously 
wgmidud, and a number of persona can- 
not be accounted for. Bales of cotton 
wore blown from gin housea and burst 
and scattered everywhere. A man driv- 
ing with cotton lo the city haa been lost. 
Tho cotton and wagon wore found a 
(|iiarter of a mile aivay and the man's 
nuiTci were carried oil' and cannot bo 
be found, throwing crops, potatoes, etc., 
were torn up from the ground; even trees 
and cotton stalks were barked. Relief 
parties aro Hiiarchiiig for dead snd dying 
everywhere. l-',verylhing is being done 
to relieve tlie destitute. Tho negroes are 
frii^hteiied nearly to death, and huddle 
tcgoilier or squat alone and unulad in the 
bushes and trooa stupefibd and speechless 
with fear and tuperitition, unable to tell 
where any of their houaea are. The city 
has been canvassed f)r money subtcrip- 
tiens to bury the dead and ralieve tho 
wants of the deatilulo.

Two thou- 
sand peasants who attended . the aale 
hooted the emergency oSicera. _ Father 
O'Connor, prieat, made a speech in which 
he encouraged the peasants, but ad vised 
them to organize against a broach of tlie 
peace. There was a large force of police 
present, but they abst.iined from inter- 
fering.

A 
rsilway statieii being ciuiveniontly ne.-.r 
it was the intention of the thieves to pack 
their booty in portmanteaux and forward 
it to London as ordiiiary baggage, thus 
averting Buspicion, The pluck of the lo- 
cal police and the railroad men, liowevor, 
spoiled their plana. 'The first •ncountor 
with the burglars roiiaod tho whole neigh- 
borhood, 'Ttiu fujiii i voa wore remorseless- 
ly hunted, and whenever brought to bay 
uaed their revnlvera frooljr and with dead- 
ly effect. One policeman was killed out- 
right, two were niiirtally wounded, and 
several of the villageia and railroad men 
among the jjursuers were hit by bulleta.

Interview with Hir. Vian Slornc. 

His Views witSi Kegard to the 
Future of Victoria. 



The Drydock— ^^Vaiicouver* 
Utillway Itaitea. 



A representative of The Guionisl called 
on Mr. W.' 0. Van Home, vice-president 
and general managei' of tho CuD'jda Paci- 
fic railway company, yusterday at tho 
Driard, and was most courteously receiv- 
ed. Upon being informed that tho rep- 
resentative was an.viouj to converse ou 
the subject of the railway, its cunditiou 
and prospects, terminus of the road and 
kindred matters, Mr. Van Home o.xpreas- 
ed himself aa willini,' to undergo the or- 
deal which began as follows: 

Is tho present condition of the railway 
such as to enable trains tu run during tho 
coming winter i 

The condition of the road is good, but 
there are a great many things to be done 
before the through service can be inauc;- 
urated. There are st itirn building-i, tiinks, 
turntables and a thouaaiui aiid-one tliiuga 
to bo provided. If wo should attempt to 
run without them the certain results 
would be delay and, puasibly, disaster. 
.\bout the middle of May nexc we shall 
probably eommenoeto run regularly. Tho 
contracts for rolling stock are all to be 
completed by May Ist. 

What ia the state of the road from Grif- 
fin lake west / 

We came through at the rate of 35 miles 
an hour. For a now track it ia excep- 
tionally good. It requires a little balla.u- 
ing here andi there; but I would not bo 
afraid to go over it at the rate of 40 or 5L) 
miles an hour. From the summit of the 
Sulkirks oast the ruad is in splendid con- 
dition. 

When do you propose to begin work on 
the Cual Harbor and English Bay exten- 
sion i 

Wo expect to begin operations almost 
immediately; but tho gradini; will nut he 
done until the rainy season is over. Wo 
can tiniah that am) the New Westiiiinstor 
extension in fnnii 1)0 to SO' days and ahull 
devoto the winter to the uonslructiou of 
station houses and other needed works in 
connection with tiiu terminus. 

Will the actual terminus be at English 
Bay or Coal Harbor? 

The actual terminus will bo Burrard In- 
let. The whole south side of tho Irilot 
from Port Moody to and including Eng- 
lish Bay wili bo utilizeii for tennicial pur- 
poses. The nature of the w.itor, which 
deepens rapidly on leaving the shore, will 
necessitate the erection uf ducki all uIuul; 
the south shore. Manufacturing will 
probably bo carried on at thi; head of tile 
inlet. Our cor.tract with the provincial 
government for the oonveyance of tho 
land involved in the extension is praoti- 
Cdlly consummated. Tho tirat wharves 
will be built on Coal Harbor, and English 
Bay will be attended to later ■ 

Would a breakwater at English Hay 
be a costly att'iirl 

A breakwater ia not required there. 
Tho wharves and slips will iti themselves 
form a sufficient breakwater. The bot- 
tom is of sandstone, and with properly 
shaped docks vessels would not be dia 
turbed at all. Ohaervationa have shown 
that there ia oot much ground-swell there. 
Engliali Hay is no more exposed than 
Port Arthur, and at the very WiTsI fljat- 
ing breakwaters would auswur every re- 
()uirement. 

How will the difficulty of the "water 
stretch" from English Bay on the main- 
land to Victoria and Eaquimalt on Iho 
island be overcome} 

I shall make some arrangeraenta for 
steamboat transportation before I leave 
hero. 

Will your company run a railway ferry- 
boat from your terminus on Burrard Inlet 
to some point on tho island to connect 
with the Eaquimalt-Nariaiino railivay, ur 
will you put on fast steamers to ply direct 
from tho mainland terminus to Victoria? 

Our present idea is to put on ateamers 
to run direct from Burrard Inlet lo Vic- 
toria and others to run from tlie inlet t / 
Nanaimo. 1 do not think a railway ferry 
would bo practicable. The diatanco ia 
considerable and a ferry boat should bo 
capable of carrying twelve freight cars on 
a double track. Eich freight car would 
contain about 10 tons, or, say, in all, 1()L) 
tons. N<iw, the tonnago of a bnat capa- 
ble of carrying twelve •.•T!) iijual be aliuut 
1200. Such a boat would aaaiiy Iranspurt 
each trip 1000 terns without the cars. 
Taking into consideration the empty car.» 
that would have to bo taken baci;, it 
would require from 250 toyOO lo:ided cars 
a day before a ferry could be made to pay. 

The American overland lines carry 
eastern freight cheaper to the aeiiboard 
than to pointa in tho interior. Will your 
oumpany pui^sue a similar policy! 

No arrangement has as yet boon made, 
and wo shall bo governed largely by cir 
cumatanccs aa they uiii'e. We want lo 
build up the buainoss of the priovince m 
every ibid way, and shall ahapo our 
policy to that etvd. Your linsine.s.-i men 
will only h.iv'u one conipany to deal with 
from A'^ictoria to Quebec, and I do ujit 
.inticipaio any dithculty in making satis- 
factory ratea. 'I'ho C P. R has not been 
noted for oiceaaivc chariiCS. 

Aa the t/'anadiac Pacilic railway com- 
pany will put on V. line of stoaiut-id to 
China, haa your at !.oiili.in been dr.iwii to 
the fact that the drydock now building at 
Eaquimalt will be too short to uocatnmo- 
date your vessels? 

Yes; it will^ unfortunately, be too ahort 
if completed on its present lines for our 
uao. But I fear that it is now too lato to 
have the alteration made. 

Having been assured that thece was 
still time to extend the dv.ck at sliuht ad- 
ditional cost, Mr. Van llorncfiaid: 

I shall 1)0 only too glad to to-opi riito jn 
any ijovenieht that miiy be made for its eii- 
lurgerneut. 

Whi^t, in your :)pinioii, ^vill be the ellect 
upon Victoria of a terminal town ou Htn- 
rard Inlet ? 

It will not hurt Victoria in the loartt. The 
nature of your tr^de y(iU be changed' sotno- 
>vliat. The heavy goods will probably bo 
mBvedfrbfn tlie terminal' tow's; bt^t Yioforia 
Will cinitiime (o tt^s gopijil, politieal and 
(li'atributing centre of the province; it imist 
t^ilways Ije aii important distributing (loiut. I 
eeo no feaaon fur supposing t',iat the build- 
ing up of a town ou ^he iniunland \Y*idld 
liaye an injurious eljfect QU Yicturia. Qni 
the Qfher hi«nd,l am convinced that Victoria 
will continue to grow. 

Hon. D. A. Smith, who was present, hero 
remained that in his experience eiistiug 
trado centres hnd not been seriously distuib- 
6d under the dircumstanbes mentioned by 
our repreaiintatlva. - - • .

Have the local government met you in 
n liberal spirit with respect to the lands 
on Burrard lulet 1 

Thoy have mot us in a businesslike 
way, and have looked out for tho inter- 
ests of the province moat studiously. 

Do you still mean to adhere to tho name 
of Vancouver for your town i 

Yes; it is everywhere regarded aa a 
most appropriate title, and as not at all 
likely to create confusion at the poat- 
oQicu. 

Hon. D. A. Smith hero mentioned 
several instances of towns boiiig named 
after counties in which thoy are not lo- 
cated. He considered tho nauiu most 
fitting. 

Mr. Van Uorne, in conclusion said, 
that tho lirst improvements would be 
made at Coal Harbor; but that the docks 
would extend to English Day and along | 
the south shore of the inlet.

Are the mother and Children 
Amenable lo tlie Vhiuesc 
BestrictioH Acti 

In an interviovv yoaterdav with Mr. C. 
¥. Muore, who lately arrived from China 
with a wife a native uf thiit country and 
half a dozen olive branchea, that i,'ontle- 
man said: "1 am very happy to have an 
opportunity to get tho truth occasionally 
printed. In tho first place, it has been 
orroneoasly stated that I was interpreter 
for Mr. John Ruasoll Young, 'Jnited 
States minister at Ptkiii, when-ai 1 ums 
his [irivate secretary only. I al.io pro- i 
(hicL'd the baptismal cortiticates of my 
children, and not registration tickets; 
and my wife's and children's iiamea were 
included in tho conaular's c'ortitieato which 
I (jlitainod. The Chineao loreign ollioe at 
Pekin, when granting mo a passport to 
travel through that oouiitry, iiiaerted tlie 
names of my wifo and children, which 
would not have been done had they beeii 
considered Chinese. As you are aware," 
continued iNIr. IMouro, "Mr. Hamley, tho 
controller, forwarded to Ottawa tho fcd- 
owing telegram: "English gentleman, 
Chineao wife, legally married, full proofs, 
arrived to day by San Pranoisco atuainor, 
Wifo and cliildron to pay -SoO eiicli. Aii- 
Hwer immediately.'" To this I ho fol- 
lowing reply was received: "Ottawa, 
Nov. 7. — Collector of Customs, Victoria: 
Yvia; every person of Chinese origin must 
pay. Exemption only aa mentioned in 
aoction 4 of act. W , (J, Purnielee. " 

Mr. iMoure was married to his proaeiit 
wife Ijy the chaplain of the Britiah lega- 
tion at Pekin in 1SU8 — to all intents and 
purposes being on British soil. Ha left 
Chii^a on the 28thSept«mber forVioloria, 
having up to that time only heard that 
there was a public antipathy to, imt a le- 
gal discouiiteiianoo of the immigration of 
Chi nose; although even had he known it 
ho would nevertheless have come, not 
dreaming the act would possibly be ap[ilied 
to him. It was Mr. Moore's intantioii to 
«tnp here and aui)p1y theOhineso markets 
with hinibor, to obtain orders fropi high 
authorities in China who lire gonig to 
build railways and who would possibly 
employ him aa their agent for that pur- 
pose. The act was framed aa a special 
preventive of the importation of coolie 
labor, and its enfurceinent in this caao 
works as a peculiar hardship on an Eng- 
lish subject, who, as there is a doubt, 
biiould certainly hsivo been given the ben- 
efit of ic.

(SpecUl Dispatch to the Qlobe ) 
MoNTRKAL, Nov. 1. — The reports about 
the recent loan said to have been effected 
by tho Canadian Pacific railway with Bar- 
ing Bros, excited much surprise here, and 
nmny enquiries were mado of C. P. E,. 
ollicials about the matter. These all pro- 
fessed ignorance of the whole matter, and 
their statements were believed by a few 
but not many. The denials of railway 
officials aro generally to bo taken with a 
grain of salt. The fact renniina that tho 
statement is not without foundation. 
Herein cornea the complication. Baring 
Broa, are the financial agents of tho Grand 
Trunk railway, and of tho Dominion gov- 
ei Jmont. At tho semi annual meeting of 
the Grand Trunk railw.iy, on Tuesday 
last, .Sir Tyler a[Kdv0 "of tlie probability 
uf friendlier arraugemonta with the Cana- 
dian Pacific being aoou consummated." 
About the same time, or rather on tho 
morning of that day, the papers announc- 
ed the fact of a loan by Baring Broa. 
iimoiuiting to three milliona sterling to 
tako lip a portion of the securitiea held by 
the Ddiniiiioii gciveriiment. This, if true 
(and Sir Henry Tyler's statement would 
Boem to confinij it), would imply that the 
securities of the two companies were get- 
ting into the same hands, and that there 
was to be a practical amalgamation be- 
tween the two companies. 

I'KOliAUILITIKK. 

There are many rumors in this city 
about tho two coin|ianio8, and it is con- 
,'?idered more than probable that the rela- 
tions hetweeii the two companies will bo 
much more than merely friendly. Amruig 
other rumors which are afloat is ono that 
Mr. Joseph Hiokson will soon leave Con- 
ada and take the presidency or vice presi- 
dency of the Grand Trunk in England, 
and that on the amalgamation of tho two 
roads he will become preaident of the en- 
tiro system, Mr. W"illiam Wainwright, 
at present assistant manager, will, it ia 
said, become general manager of the two 
ayatems, and Mr. Sergeant retain his posi- 
tion as traffic manager of tho Grand 
Trunk, and Mr. Olds have charge of the 
traltio of tho C. P. R, system. Thei-e 
changea are all subject to the confirma- 
tion of the amalgamatii^ reports. If 
these aro true it is iurther said that there 
will be an executive board of tl^e com- 
bined railways in Canada, and that Mr. 
U'. C. Van Home will be' chairman of 
that with a salary about equal to that of 
president. 

TlIK OOVERSMKXT'k position. 

Railwav nien in talking of these matters, 
however, hi-sitale u littlo when tho ipiestiou 
'iB asked, Wliat is the govornment's position 
in tho mutter? Baring Bros, aro tho tinan- 
einl ageiilH o( the Doininioii governnionl, 
and would bo very unlikely to take any 
stops of IhiH kind without consulting the 
Dominion cabinet. Tho impression ou the 
minds of many is that if the two companies 
appeal to tho government for some meusuro 
consoliclatiug thoir interests in any way Sir 
.John will simply siiy "No, the government 
will take over tho whole of the two Kysteins. 
If there is to a monopoly it is far better that 
it shiiuld Ijo a goYoruineut monopoly than a 
liugo corporation one," ft is considered 
extremely proUable that when .approached 
by Baring Bjo.s, iiboui the loan with tho 
whole of the fncta before him he told them 
Eu go ahead. Nor must it be forgotten that 
Sir Charles Tapper is in this country with 
bis imperial confederation scheme, and 
that his iadneuce would bo all ou the side 
of govornmont coi\trol of railways with an 
iiuperinl gnnra}\teo. This guarantee would 
forge ftuo of the links iu the chain of Sir 
Ciias. Tapper's schemu, Purthor develop- 
ments aro looked for in a few days, and 
though they may not take exactly tho shape 
outlined above, tho best posted railway men 
here believe that tho above is as nearly being 
corroct 08 onn be.

Lord Salisburv is putting forward a 
desperate oflbrt to make the' question 
of disestablishment in England a real 
issue in the elections. ]Mr. Olianiberlain 
Has already stated, speaking for tiie ex- 
treme Radical xectioii of tlio Ijiberal 
party, that the question will not be a 
practical qucalion in the next parlia- 
ment. Lord Salisbury iguorea thia de- 
claration, and insistb' that it shall be; 
insists that the people .uhaU ailiriu what 
nobody dnrir\|: th"e noxt parliamen? ex- 
pects will be denied. Lord Salisbury 
declared that a wave of infidelity was 
pa.saing over the land, and tiiat this 
question of Church and Slate was the 
great issue of modern civilization, high- 
er than any issue of national destiny. 
Lord - Salisbury takes it for granted 
that, if the connection between Church 
and State is terminated, infidelity as a 
matter of course must ensue. This, 
however, is not the oxperieiico of the 
pirofossors of Ohriistianity on this con- 
tinent, and still less- has it been the ex- 
perience of Protestant nonconformists 
in the United Kingiloni. Down to the 
days of Constantine, Christianity was 
able to maintain itself against Pagan- 
ism in spite of the oppo.sition of the 
State, and if it was capable of growing 
in the face of such -ippooition as the 
!^omaii Emperors were capable of of- 
fering, it is surely able to maintain it- 
self by the voluntary supjiort of its 
friends in this dav. \t it cannot, its 
hold must alreiu.ly have bucoine too 
weak to be of much value. DisestiiblisL- 
ment no doubt will come in Liuie, and 
the church of England will stand u])on 
precisely the same footing as other 
Ohristian bodies, and we have nodoiibt 
ibat those who belong to it when that 
time arrives will prove themselves quite 
competent to uphold and defend tlie 
interests of their church.
